Processed And Not Change 
‘Tariff Ratings Says ICC 


Florida vegetable crops led 
the list of the State’s cash agri- 
cultural crops last year, the re~ 
search and industrial division 
of the Florida State Chamber 
of Commerce reported yester- 
day in its weekly business re- 
view. 

“Total sales of truck croPs 
in Florida reached $$88,507,000 
last year, 11 percent more than 
in 1947. Citrus during the cal- 
endar year 1948 brought a cash 
total of $71,761,000 to growers. 
However better prices during 
the season after the first of 
January 1949 sent the season’s 
total for citrus above the $100 
million mark, 

“Florida farmers received a 
total of $230,491,000 from the 
sale of all crops and $104,824, 
000 from sales of livestock and 
livestock products during 1948. 
Livestock was up 14 percent 
from 1947. and crops remained 
about the same. Added to these 
cash totals, farmers raised and 
used on farm crops amounting 

* to $10,646,000 and livestock and 


to citrus and truck were dairy 
products $32,572,000; sale of 
catile and calves $30,753,000; 
‘hhog'$19,511,000;, and 
nuřsery products $16,309,000; 
tobacco $15,730,000; chickens 
and broilers $10,392,000; eggs

How can the Florida fruit 
and vegetable grower earn 
greater profits and produce fin- 
er products to sell at lower 
costs? 

A concerted effort will be 
made to answer that question 
at the sixth annual convention 
of members and associates of 
the Florida Fruit and Vegetable 
Association, meeting in Sara- 
sota, October 13-14, according 
to LaMonte Graw, manager. 

To discuss such varied but 
pertinent points as foreign com- 
petition, labor, legislation, mar- 
keting and production, with a 
view to mutual understanding 
and assistance, several hundred 
growers and shippers will con- 
verge on Sarasota, the 1949 con- 
vention city. 


Prominent among features of 


the convention will be the 1949 
trade fair, at which manufac- 
turers and suppliers will dis- 
play the latest'in equipment, of 


f interest to growers. 


A distinguishing feature of 
the convention will be a lack of 
prepared speeches. Instead, 
growers will meet in short ses- 
sions with other growers ofthe 
commodity in which they are 
most interested, except when a 
point of particular interest ap- 
plies to the entire membership. 

For instance, when the bean 


growers are in one session, the 


potato growers will be discus- 
sing their proviems in a separ- 
ate session. All members will 
meet for sessions on transpor- 
tation, marketing and other 
of wide interest. 

While the purpose of the two- 
day meet is business, including 
the election of officers for the 
1949-50 season, the lighter side 
has not been neglected by the 
committee planning the vnt.

State Highway Prisoners 
Maim Selves To Escape 
Work In Hot Sun 


Some eight or ten years ago, 
prisoners held at the Indian 
town stockade of the State 
Highway Department, sprung a 
new wrinkle to tree themselves 
of the necessity of working, by 
maiming themselves, by cutting 
the heel tendons. At that time, 
this action, caused quite a fur- 
or over the state. However, the 
same act has been repeated at 
several of the other stockades 
over the state since that time. 

The latest breakout of this 
type came at the Indiantown 
prison, last week, when five 
prisoners with knives severed 
the heel tendons, All were 
treated at the Pahokee Hos- 
pital, later to be returned to 
the Raiford prison. The men 
explained that they could no 
longer endure the long day's 
work in the hot sun, and took 
this means to evade work.

lunch cookies and one of these 
packages was found jn their 
car, showing that they had been 
in South Bay. 

Sheriffs Kirk and Gross went 
to LaBelle, Tuesday, and recov- 
ered the Plank “tools which 
were identified by Mr. Plank 
as his property. One of the men 
had cut his leg at the Denton 
store and had left a stream of 
blood marks, and such a cut 
was found on one of the pris- 
oner’s legs.
